Sas Light Talks -No. 29. 

More Brick Paving. 

That the present city administratioD is lacking in finesse, was tbe 
statement we made iu yesterday's Talk. 

BnHuily epeaking, flnasse means the ability to go aboat things 
property. 

Now, when tbe paving question came op this year, the adminis* 
tration brought up the nmttoi- of tbe Trolley company's liability. 

This, you will romeniber, was an old question and had been 
argaed before the courts and decided ia favor of the TroUey company. 

Yoa will also remember that it waa understood the presoit ad- 
miniitxation wonld ''get after the special intereats" — meaning the poblio 
service companiei;!. 

Tbe administration caused specifications for tbe paving to be. 
prepared . 

And these specificatious absolutely ignored the presence of the 
tmeks in the streets and called for an ordinary pavement. ' 

Inasmnoh as the tracks WERE in the streets, this ordinary pave> 
ment would havtf^ been unsuitable and Improper. 

80, after considerable disonssioB* the Trolley company vohin<- 
tarily offered to pay $1,000 for such eitra work as would have had to- 
be done in order to make a proper aud decent job of tbe paving. 

The company Hfated further that, if this sum was deemed insuf- 
ficient, it was entirely willing to submit the matter to arbitration and 
abide by the result. 

Now, it was jogt as important^of the owners of abottintf property 

as it was for the Trolley company, to have the paving properly done. 

The administration wouldn't consider the company's proposition. 
Yon see, the administratioo had to "get after the special interests." It 
wanted the company to pay at a rate that would have figured oat about 

$10,000 a mile. 

Since 1000, the company had spent between $35,000 and $40,- 
000 ou new. "o-pound rails. Its contract did not obligate it to ^pend a. 
cent on paviug constroction, so it absolutely refused the demands of the 
administration. 

Had it acceded to these deinaad.'^. it would undoubtedly have 
been bankrupt .
